FRO M PAGE 1) 
would discriminate against 'thousands 
of small farmers who would be com¬ 
peting against the larger milts for 
veterinarians' services and their time. 
It was pointed out that at least 60% of 
today's practicing vets are engaged in 
small animal or horse practice and 
would not be available to serve the 
livestock and poultry feeders. 

The proposed new rules would limit 
the distribution of feeds containing 
these antibiotics to those covered by 
prescription of a vet. 

Dr. Donald Kennedy chaired the 
Ames meeting and claimed con¬ 
siderable pressure hsd boon exerted on 
FDA in the matter since some in the 
medical profession fear the continued 
use of antibiotics at aubtherapeutlc 
levels would develop strains of bacteria 
resistant to them and would destroy 
the effectiveness of antibiotics to sup¬ 
port human health. Kennedy added that 
the United Kingdom had placed restric¬ 
tions on certain antibiotics. 

The National Feed Ingredients 
Assn., pointed out that the loss of cur- 
pe nt uses of the antibiotics would prac¬ 
tically eliminate all prevention uses as 
well as those treatment uses for which 
there are other drugs which appear to 
be substitutes. It was pointed out that 
the substitution was based solely on the
